MILITARY RESERVES TO BE 
ORGANIZED IN CANADA. 


Ottawa, May 30.—The militia 
serves in Canada are shortly to 
be organized. To that end a 
special committee has been  ap- 
pointed by the minister of mrlit- 
ia. It is estimated that through- 
out the Dominion at present there 
are 300,000 men who have serv- 
ed at one time or another in the 
militia but have retired. There 
are thousands of others who or- 
dinarily would be too old.to join 
the service, but would Le of util- 
ity in case of any trouble at 
home, or to bring up to the es- 
tablishment the regiment whose 
ranks have been depleted by en- 
listment for ‘overseas service. The 
proposal of reserve battalions 
was suggested by Lord Dundon- 
ald and advocated by the present 
\minister of militia as early as 
1892. Letails of the plan have 
not yet been decided on, but the 
‘general idea is to enroll and keep 
tab on all who are eligible for 
military service, even «tho 
they are: not able to go to the 
front. For the purpose above 
mentioned they would at least be 
of service at home.

ANOTHER BRITISH’BATTLE- 
| SHIP SUNK IN THE DAR- 
DANELLES. 


London, May 27.—The torpedo- 
ing and sinking of the British 
battleship Majestic is announced 
by the admiralty in the following 
statement: 

“An enemy submarine torpedo- 
ed and sank H. M.S. Majestic, 
Captain H. F. G,, Talbot, this 
morning while it was supporting 
the army. on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula.. Nearly ail the officers and

The Majestic was a pre-Dread- 
nought, built in 1883, of 15,000 
tons displacement and a spétd of 
16 knots.

The French fuse differs from the 
movable ring type. used in other 
countYies in this respect. The slow 
burning composition is contained in 
a tube, wound spirally around the fuse 
head. The fuse is set by piercing a 
hole through this spiral tube, so that 
connection is made with the interior 
of the fuse body. When the gun ts 
fired and the primer or cap in the 
fuse head ig exploded, a flame passes 
out through the reed hole and ig- 
nites the “rope™ powder fuse. The 
effective length of the fuse depends 
upon the position of the pierced hole, 
which {is made by a special machine 
attached to the gun,’ the hole being 
located with reference to suitable 
graduations: Most fuseg are so ar- 
ranged that the shell wil] be explod- 
ed by concussion if it should strike 
before the ring of powder burns 
around to the exploding charge. This 
is effected by a secondary plunger in 
the fuse head which flies forward 
when the shell strikes and fires the 
bursting charge instantaneously. 

Shells of the three-inch size contain 
from 210 to 360 lead bullets about half 
an inch in diameter, which are em- 
bedded in a resinous mixture, This 
matrix, as it is called, serves two pur- 
poses. It holds the bullets in posi- 
tion, and also dctg as a tracer to in- 
dicate by a cloud of smoke the point 
at which the shell explodes. This 
smoke cloud is important, especially 
at long ranges, and when adverse at- 
mospheric conditions exist

shell represents a vast amount of ex- 
perimenting and study, put the shell 
itself is not comparable with the won 
derful processes and tools which are 
employed in its manufacture.

Crossing Alfalfa 


Expérimente That Promise to Improve 
the Plant For Grazing ‘ 


Purposes 

Alfalfa is stich a Well known forage 
crop that little bas been done to im 
prove it by scientific breeding, But al- 
talfa has several serious defects. It is 
not well adapted to grazing, and it 
does not “produce seed fréély, 

William Southworth of Ontario Ag- 
ricnitural College, Guelph, tario, 
has been making some experiments 
promise greatly to improve al- 
in thesé respects, He picked out 
as the plant most likely to ‘fulfill the 
conditions, the Common yellow tréfoil, 
known as black medick (Meiicago lu- 
lupulina L). 

The black medick is looked upon as 
a weed in the United States and Can- 
ada. lt grows profugely in meadows, 
enerally almost or quite flat upon 
e ground. It has slender stems and 
produces an abundance of fine leaves, 
which yield good grazing, but not

Sowing the seed from these in the 
fall of 1912, he raised twenty-four 
plants, nineteen of which he removed 
to the open fleld, These were allowed 
to fertilize themselves; and the plants 
from their seed were raised in the 
autumn of 1913 in the greenhouses of 
the department of plant breeding, 


Without going -into the details of 
the. growth of each plant the results 
may be summarized by saying that 


82-per cent. of the plants grew above}: 


the average ‘(6.5 inches) in. height 
and about 78 per cent, were not erect 
in growth. - 

Mr. Southworth says the cross: is 
difficult to make. He is continuing his 
experiments and urges’ others to” in- 
vestigate along the same lines. 

Hé notes also that the difficulty in 

etting hard alfalfa. seeds to germi- 
nate. This may be overcome by 
immersing them for ten minutes ‘in 
strong commercial sulphuric acid and 
then washing them free from the acid. 
This method was invented by -Profes- 
sor H. H. Love of Cornell.

The 
Jowa Agricultural College recently 
gave a short course for the news- 
paper men of the state and with 
a registartion of 125 -placed agricul- 
tural matters in a pew light before 
them. These editors were given no 
insight into farm practice that will 
serve them in good purpose in their 
own communities. Our Canadian 
colleges could not do a better gtroke 
of business than follow up this idea. 
Have the editors spend a week in 
conference with the professors and 
note the possibilities that lie before 
the farmers. It would change the 
attitude of many of these journalists 
from indifference to enthusiasm. 
They would be ready to support or 
even initiate plans for better pro- 
duction and closer co-operation § in 
their home districts.—Montreal Her- 
ald.

Raising Heifer Calves. . 


of the Utility of 
Keeping Dairy Records 
The records of two herds of dairy 
cows owned by two neighbors furnish 
a striking example of the utility of 
dairy records to the man who really 
wants to build up a good herd. The 
first man has been cow testing for 
ears and has selected his cows 
carefully, studying their various pref- 
erences and capacities, each one as an 
individual. He raises heifers from his 
best cows; four two-year-olds gave 
last year an average of 7,144 -pounds 
of milk, while his herd of ten gave an 
average of 8,059 pounds of milk, and 
259 pounds of fat. 
The neighbor considers it simpler 
to buy just what cows he can. He does 
not raise any calves. Last year his 
nine cows, all upwards of six years 
old, except two heifers, gave an aver- 
age of only 4.240 pounds” of milk. 
this is just about one-half ag much 
milk per cow as in the first herd. 
cow gave only 6,355 Ibs. 
less than the average of the four 
heifers in the first herd. He has 
nothing on which to start building 
up a good dairy herd, unless it be 
his judgment in 
which judgment, by the way, does not 
appear to be of Ai quality. 
Owner of the first herd has the ad- 
vantage of four years of dairy re- 
cords practically indispensable to the 
real dairy afrmer, besides matured 
judgment in handling cows to better 
advantage.

Schools of All the Provinces 
Now that industrial conditions in 


\ the. cities and towns of Carada offer 


no attractions to draw labor from the 
rural districts, is it not a rare oppor- 
tunity to press home the advantages 
of fuller agricultural instruction in 
the school system of all the prov- 
inces?

of plots or live stock in school com- 
petitions show an enormous advance 
in rural Ontario's interest in agricul- 
tural teaching in the. schools. The 
provincial government has provided 
special inducements for teachers to 
take agricultural summer courses, 
and thus fit themselves to participate 
in the important education evolution 
now proceeding in the rural areas.
